saw Monday morning at the 
groundbreaking ceremony for the 
new College of Public Affairs and 
Community Service Building. 

The ceremony was held on the 
north side of the old Engineering 
Building. A plywood platform was 
all that separated the ceremony’s 
speakers from the freshly formed 
mound of mud in front of the building 
that will become the new home of 
CPACS. 

The building was built in 1957 for 
the engineering department, but has 
been the home of various classes and 
offices since the Peter Kiewit Institute 
was established in 1999. 

The CPACS renovation will cost 
about $14.2 million and will be funded 
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with state allocations. 
Two additions, on 
the north and south 
side of the building, 
will cost about $4.5 
million and will add 
20,000 square feet 
to the building. The 
project is slated to be 
finished by August 
2008. 


While many 
departments and 
classes are being 
shifted and moved 


during this time of 


construction, CPACS 
Dean B.J. Reed is 
looking forward to 


having a permanent 
building for CPACS. 
The college has been 
without a home since 
it was founded in 1971 as the School 
of Public Affairs and Community 
Service and gained college status in 
1973. 

“The building itself will ... create 
new traditions and will communicate 
what CPACS is all about: transparency, 
collaboration, community, partnership 


Regents award new system-wide 
medal to generous NU benefactor

The NU BoardofRegentsinaugurated 
a new award Tuesday, presenting the 
Regents Medal to Charles W. “Chuck” 
Durham. 

Durham is well known for building 
Omaha architectural and engineering 
company HDR Inc. He has served as 
the company’s president, chief executive 
officer and chairman. 

“Chuck Durham is the perfect 
individual for this medal,” said NU 
President James B. Milliken in a 
statement. “He’s a man who has been 
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one of the strongest supports and -one 
of the most generous donors for the 
University of Nebraska.” 

UNO Student Regent Alexander 
Williams agreed with Milliken. 

“The recipient was due for some sort 
of recognition,” Williams said. “1 think 
[he was] a prime candidate.” 

The regents established the medal 
last year, hoping to recognize individuals 
who have “provided exceptional 
benefits in furtherance of the goals and 
missions” of the university, according 
to the regent’s policies concerning the 
medal. 

Those policies also say the award 
will be given “annually at campus 
spring commencement ceremonies,” but 
NU Communications Manager Mary 
Kay Roth said she believes the regents 
“changed their mind” about the location 
because it was the inaugural award. 
Williams said he was unaware of who 
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and excellence in scholarship and 
teaching,” Reed said during the 
ceremony. “The building’s. design 
will create opportunities to partner 
with key initiatives on campus.”

UNO ranked among top 20 fattest 
universities by fitness magazine

With the nicer weather peeking out 
every other day, we can only expect to 
start seeing those short skirts and muscle 
shirts as well. 

However, a 2005 survey, the first of 
its kind, declared UNO one of the top 20 
fattest universities in the United States. 

Men's Fitness magazine and Princeton 
Review partnered on the survey, asking 
university students questions about their 
health, eating habits, exercise habits and 
university facilities. 

According to mensfitness.com, 
the magazine “surveyed nearly 10,000 
students from more than 660” universities 
around the nation for their results. 

Marcia Adler, director of Student 
Health Services, said, “UNO is no more 
obese than any other campus that I’ve 
looked at in the Midwest.” 

Obesity is clinically defined as being 


tends to look at height, age and sex,” said 
Adler. 

She questioned how the survey 
could show the whole university’s health 
level when even she did not know every 
student's weight. 

“UNO is no heavier than Creighton 
or Lincoln,” said Adler. “When we live 
in Omaha, we lost sight of this. A lot of 
Nebraska is driven from agriculture, so 
we have a lot of kids that were raised 
on real meat and corn. Kind of like the 
livestock, we feed our kids that way.” 

Adler also said it is more helpful to 
find your healthy weight than figure out 
if you are fat or not. 

“Tying [health] to certain poundage 
is probably bad practice, because that was 
designed by outside forces that didn’t 
take human beings into consideration,” 
said Adler.

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Married pair of UNO graduates find sweet success 
while chasing chocolate dreams in Omaha

If you could have any job in the world, what 
would it be? 

It’s a question we’ve all heard from a parent, a 
teacher or a career counselor. While the answers may 
be as ambitious as an astronaut, the degrees we end 
up getting are typically generic. So what is someone 
to do if their dream is somewhat unconventional? 

If you’re anything like alumna Erika Jensen, you 
just go out and do it. 

Graduating in May 2006 with a degree in 
journalism, 23-year-old Jensen was frustrated with 
her job as a marketing assistant and worried about 
being confined to a desk for the rest of her life. 

“It wasn’t very fulfilling,” Jensen said. “So my 
husband was asking me, ‘If you could do anything 
in the world, what would you do?’” 

Jensen said she half-jokingly told him she would 
like to own her own chocolate shop. “He’s like 
‘Well, why don’t you?” she said. 

_And just like that, Erika and her husband Brad 
Jensen, also a UNO graduate, began planning for 
The Chocolate Season, which opened for business 
three months ago. 

Erika said things have been moving so fast that 
it’s hard to take everything in. | 

“I just can’t believe I’m doing it,” she said. “I’m 
doing it, and I’m doing great, but I still can’t believe 
I’m doing it.” 

The success is the result of a partnership between 
Erika and her husband. Brad, a 2004 graduate, runs 
the company’s Web site, thechocolateseason.com, 
in addition to being a freelance photographer and 
a creative director for Woodhouse Auto Family. He 
said his commitment to his wife made the decision 
to work together on the project a no-brainer. 

“I believe in following your dream and your 
passion,” he said. “So far it’s going pretty good.” 

The Chocolate Season is operated out of a 
schoolhouse just north of Omaha. The couple 
recently bought it and converted it into a multi- 
purpose mom-and-pop shop. With everything from 
truffles, cookies and gift baskets made to order, they 
have been keeping busy covering events like spa 
parties and wedding receptions. 

“It’s been amazing, people finding my site, and 
just the support from my friends and family,” Erika 
said, “I haven’t had complaints and everybody’s 
mailed back rave reviews; I’ve actually had repeat 
customers.” 

But Erika was quick to point out the success has 
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come as the result of hard work. Between enrolling 
in culinary school and filling out all the tax and 
sanitation papers, she still has to get orders shipped 
out, and make them look perfect. 

“People eat with their eyes first. If you don’t 
make it look good, people aren’t going to want 
to eat it,” she said. “You’ve got to make it look 
fabulous and then taste as good as it looks. It’s a lot 
of work.” 

As entrepreneurs, Erika and Brad both credit 
UNO for where they are today. 

“{Teachers] affect your lives in ways that you 
just don’t realize while you're at school,” Brad said. 
“When you get out in the real world and you really 
see where everything applies, that’s where you start 
to notice that, OK, that’s why we learned this.” 

Erika said her professors, as well as her 
membership in Chi Omega sorority, influenced her 
and gave her practical experience that helped with 
the success of starting her own business.

If cable networks are 
included, FOX and CNN are 
added to the choices. However, 
there is yet another choice for 
cable viewers in the Omaha area 
— the Omaha News. 

Broadcast live Wednesdays 
at 4 p.m. on Cox cable channel 
17 and Qwest channel 74, the 
Omaha News is a collaborative 
production between UNO 
Television and the School of 
Communication. 

Students from Advanced 
Broadcast Journalism, BRCT 
4460, write and produce the 
weekly news show. The students 
are entirely responsible for the 
content and production of the 
newscast. With potential viewers 
numbering in the thousands, the

Allen said all students from 
the class must be reporters, but 
the students get to choose the 
jobs they perform. Some of the 
jobs include anchor, floor director 
and technical director. 

Television — professionals 
from UNO Television KYNE-TV 
are available on set as mentors 
to offer guidance and direction 
during the broadcast. While 
students perform most positions 
during the newscast, a seasoned 
veteran usually performs the 
position of director. 

Mike Pacholski is the director 
for the broadcasts this semester. 
With more than 30 years in 
the industry, Pacholski brings 
experience to UNO. 

“I really enjoy working with 
the students,” Pacholski said. 
Even though students choose 
their jobs for the newscast, they 
are still expected to deliver 
high-standard results. “It’s not 


just a matter of doing what you 
want to do, but doing it as a 
professional.”

Now 
the word has gotten out that it’s not just 
a coffee shop. This is a place where you 
can come and chill, and even network. I 
have CEOs of companies come in, Bright 
Eyes’ Conor Oberst was a regular before 
he became big time, and Alexander Payne 
comes in when he’s in town. People from 
every walk of life come in here. 

Why do you think UNO students like 
MofJo’s? : 

The coffee is so good! It’s very good 
quality, and we also have organic and fair 
trade. It’s great for the kick you need to stay 
awake to study. Also the atmosphere is great 
for studying. During the week it’s really 
peaceful, and on Wednesdays we are open

We also have sandwiches and soups 
at affordable prices.

How do you pick what coffee drinks 
you serve? 

For holidays we'll have special drinks, 
and also we take requests and listen to our 
customers.

We also always check out the 
competition and see what they’re serving, 
and sometimes we'll use their ideas. 

What's the most popular drink? 

Right now it’s the Milkyway latte. I've 
served lots of those. It has the real caramel 
and chocolate. 

Has the UNO Maverick Mojo 
campaign had any affect on MoJo’s? 

Yes, it’s great advertising! People have 
come in here and said they saw a billboard 
for our coffee shop and so they decided to 
come in, and it’s the UNO billboard. It’s 
really funny; we love it!
